To reply to your Inquiry as to the source of the t^OO paid by Gold 
to a United States imy noncooimlssioned officer In Albuquerque, New Mexico. 


BACKCeOUMBT 


You will recall that by teletype dated May 31, 1950, the Philadelphia 
Office advised Harry Gold stated that he saw Fuchs in Santa Fe, New- Mexico, 
in June, 191*5, and that he stopped at the Hilton Hotel, Albuquerque, New 
Mexico. Gold further stated that his reason for doing so was that he picked ' 
up infomatlon from a United States Ai«iy noncommissioned officer who was living 
In Albuquerque. This information, according to Gold, was of a general nature 
on “installations.** He gave the Arny man $500 for this Information. 




' Under date of June 2, 1950, Special Agent Richard E. Brennan of 
the Philadelphia Office telephonlcally advised the Bureau that Harry Gold, 
daring the course of an interview, stated that he had only one meeting with 
the unknoan soldier who lived in Albuquerque. Prior to going to Santa Fe, 
at which time he oontacted the noncoi^ssloned officer who lived Ih Albuquerque, 
Gold received the $500 from Anatole A^>|[Yakovlev, a Soviet consular official 
in New Yoz^ on the occasion of a meetlni^n a bv in New York City. He told 
Gold to contact the man in Santa Fe but not to let that assignment Interfere > 

In any way with his contacting Fuchs* Gold saw Fuchs in Santa Fe and then 
returned to Albuquerque and tried to contact the individual ih ose name a^A-EO^^ 
address had been given to him by AnatolArA. Yakovlev. Gold stayed 
night and was able to contact the individual on the folloni ng day, at 
time he learned for the first time that the Individual whom he was to contact 
in Albuquerque was a soldier in the United States Any. Gold stated that it 
was obvious that the soldier expected the money and that the InfonBatloo 
received fr<m him pertained to the physical setT^ of the atcmic energy 
installation at Los Alamos* -.4 

~ ^ There is some indication that the unknown soldier at Los 
may be ane^^vir^ll^eenglass. An Investigatlan is presently being conducted 
to ei^er identify or eliminate him.

Ih June 1942 Brothmu severed his 
relationship with the Bepublic Chemical Machinery Coiq)any and became 
associated with Henry A. Golwynne and Arthur phlneas Vaber in the 
operation of the Chemurgy Design Corporation at 420 Lezini^on Avenue, 

New York City. Jb August 1944 Brothman organized his own flm,
